Lo.sDUN, Oct. li).— There is a force at 
work which leading jounmis do not 
seem to bo aware of,' but whlcli is des. 
tilled to produce tremenilotiH results. 1 
refer to the social upheaval which is 
daily aci|uiriiig added monieiitiini 
aiming the great body of the people. 
We have educated our nia.slei's, as 
Robert Lowe irontoally adviseil ns to 
do, with the usual result. Their eyes 

havo been ojiened. They see i e 

clearly than over the immense disparity 
between the lot of the rich ami ]ioor, 
und they chafe iiiuler the conditions 
which hem them in. 'I'liat thoiisaiuls of 
lianl-workiiig men should toil for a hare 
wnlmiuteuce; that IhoiiHanils of women 
should he driven to the streets because 
t he employer lakes the profits of their 
labor when they try honest Industry; 
that the fruits of toil should somehow 
or other ajipear to be passing inoi e anil 
more into the hands of symlicaliH, 
great companies and universal piovid- 
ers, who crush out small capitalists- 
all this and much more of the same 
kind is awakening a spirit which the 
world wjU hear a great deaf more of 
before it is much older. The issue 
which will shake Kngland' oue of these 
day.i is not the Irish question nor the 
ilisestalilishment question, but the long- 
threatened struggle between.the socitii- 
istie principle ami the defenders of the 
existing system. It is coming nearer, 
though many eyes refuse' to sec it. 

Tho American author of that l urious 
book "Looking Backward" seems to 
imagine that he has foio-ieen the end of 
this lifo-und death slruggle. We here, 
are, I think, looking on at its early ami 
preparatory stages ninv. The great 
body of the people ajipear to feel that 
when the critical time arrives tliey are 
more likely to get help from the Liberal 
or Hailieai party than from tho Coiiser- 
vativxs. This belief will have more or 
less cU'eet on all future electioneering 
contests, especially in tho general elec- 
tion. 

Another change which is ]iassing over 
political parlies is this, the ili»senti'.'iit 
Liberals are gradually making their way 
Ijack to the regular fold. I do not see 
how this can he iloulited by tlio.se who 
study the Meld attentively; yet the Con- 
servative leaders do not seem to lie 
aware of it. It will make a vast dill'er- 
euce lo tlicin if the teiiilency goes on. 
How many of the Conservalive majorily 
in the House of ('oiiinions owe tlieir 
seats to Liher.ils voting for Unionists or 
absenting t lien. selves from the polls '! I 
.shoiilil say ono-lialf. Let the Liberal 
party get reunileil and wo shall see 
.some great changes all round. 

Now is the lime for the Conservatives 
to take these facts into coiisidoratioii. 
They are not pleasant lo look at, and 
.some will say lliat it is not politic even 
lo mention them, but keeping silent 
about them will not prevent lliem 
marching on, and they must be reck- 
oned witli. Perhaps before tlioy come 
up for settlement some present political 
leaders will be gone from the scone.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 



(IiiiuAuo, Oct. 25.— Judge McCon- 
nell's courtroom was crowded thiamom- 
iiig long before the time set for the 
opening of the trial of the men charged 
with the murder of Dr. C'roiiiii. yherill" 
Mutson took personal charge of the man- 
ageiiieiit of -the cqurtrminV'.'.VS^res of ;' 
people anxious to hbar ttie' proceedings'.'' 
woiu unable to get an admission. At 10 ; 
o'clock precisely the jury took their' 
places. 

When the prisoners were led in they 
looked around curiously and nervously 
at the crowd. They seemed to reali'/.o 
for tho first time the terrible importance 
of the event, un.l there waa iioiio of the 
levity that marked the tedious days of 
jury seeking. After the list of jurors 
had been called, .ludge Longo- 
necker, in a very iniprcssivo 
iiiunner hegaii his opening address. He 
eininded the juiors of the trying or- 
leal of the exaiiiinatioii through which 
each of them had passed, and said : 
"Whether you go from here after hav- 
ing opened the prison doors to tlieao 
accused, or after having voted for the 
highest penalty, you can go forth secure 
in the belief that you have done your 
Inly." 

The state attorney then reminded 
them that they liad sworn to try the 
case on the law and evidence, uuin- 
foriiied by their own opinion or by pub- 
lic clamor. He said ; "Vou have said 
here that you would nol convict these 
men unless the state proved its ease, 
and you have declared that you will 
piesume these men iniioceiit until they 
shown to be guilty, but presump- 
tion is not evidence. When il is shown 
by conclusive proof that these men on 
trial are guilty, then that presumption 
is wiped away." 

Judge Loiigenecker proceeded to de- 
fine the limits of force of the presump- 
tion of guilt, and Mr. Forrest objected 
on tho ground that this was out of 
place in an opening statenieiit; but the 
court held Loiigenecker'a remarks were 
proper. 

The state's attorney then defined cir- 
ounistantial evidence. Circumstances 
are facts, are truths, he said, and al- 
though the evidence in this ease is cir- 
cumstantial, we propose to show to you, 
beyond all reasonable doubt, that Dr. 
Cronin was niurdercil, und that these 
men killed him. Judge Longeneckcr 
then reviewed the story of the crime, 
aud said he would show it to be the 
result of u conspiracy, and piove 
that the accused men were in 
the conspiracy. To uncover the motive 
the State's attorney "said [ hie' must go 
into the history of the 'United Brother- 
hood Clan-na-Gaol;.bu(i:'the. jurv/ were 
not to consider this organization in their 
deliberations^ The Clan-na-Goel is not 
on trial. After a -'brief 'outline of its 
history and purpose^' the'' State's attor- 
ney referred to, the. reduction of the ex- 
ecutive board in 1881 to three members. 
(Sullivan, Feely arid Boland,) and said 
the constitution and oath- were changed, 
fnipliuit obedience was demanded. If 
a member was told to kill a man, said 
Judge Longeneuker, with emphasis, he 
hud to do it. 

Mr. Forest objected to any further 
allusions to the triangle at this stage of 
the proceedings, but the court would 
not interfere. Forest asked that the re- 
cord show that the defense took excep- 
tion to the course of ruling and every 
similar sentence in Judge Longeneoker'a 
speech. 

The States attorney concluded his 
adilress after the noon recess. In his 
peroration he said that if, after hearing 
the evidence, the jury had the slightest 
doulit of the guilt of the prisoners they 
.shoulil give them their freedom; but if, 
on the other hand, they were satisfied 
that they were imii'deiers, then he 
slioiilil iletnaiid that the highest penalty 
of the law be iiillicted. 

CotuiBcl for the dofeiiilaiits w.aived 
their opening speeches, aud the exam- 
ination of -svitnesses wus commenced 
without delay. 

Capt. Villicis, of Lake View, told of 
the linding of the bloody trunk and 
identity of the body, which was sworn 
to by Jose|)li C. Iveefe, James Holland, 
a reporter; Stephen Connolly, of the 
board of directors of thcAnoient Order of 
Foresters; H. A. Wisclie, the deceased's 
barber, and .Morris Jlorris, a iiianufao- 
tuier, I'll of whom were among Crouin's 
most intimate acquaintances. 

E. Racsoh, employee of the depart- 
ment of public works, who discovered 
the body in the catch basin, gavo his 
testimony. Ho was sharply cross-ex- 
aniined by Mr. Forest for tho defence, 
with a view to securing an admission 
th.it the cuts and bniisos on the body 
uiiglit have been occasioned by rough 
treatment while taking it out of the 
catch basin. The effort, however, wus 
futile. 

All the other witnesses wore dismissed 
with a nominal cross-examination, the 
defence apparently having decided to 
admit that the body wus that of Cronin. 
\t 4:40 p.m. the court adjourned. '

A NEW DEVICE. 

Eleotioneetiiig liua become, almost » 
fiuo art in Grout Britain." Cbriaideruble 
progress in lliat art luia been niaile oi 
laic, uiul, aa iniyhl l>e expected, tli 
Olailstoniuiis leud tlio way, .Since tli 
last enlurgonient of t1ie fruucltise tlier 
are a grout iiiany electors in the United 
Kingdom wliu do not read tlie uewS' 
papers, Tlioy consequently liavo but a 
slight, very slight, kiiowleilgc of public 
ufl'aira. Tlie iiiali quusliuii ia to tliem 
almost uiinicauiiig and they have 
the' slightest idea what hnino rule 
signifies. Mow to got at electors of this 
class so OS to secure their votes was u 
problem which tho politicians set them- 
selves to .solve. 'I'liere waa little use in 
sending siicakei-a aiiiuiig tlieiii, tor the 
orators spoku a language which was al- 
most Greek to the electors that were to 
be instructed aiid impressed. They hud, 
besides, very little time to attend public 
. meetings or to discuss the questions of 
tlie day. Nothing wasto begained by cir- 
culating newspapers airiong thom or even 
fly sheets. The literary education ol 
the voters had been neglected and they 
could not gather niuny ideua from the 
printed page. iWhab i^as to be done 
Their votes could not be bouglit. liuy- 
ing votes in Great Britain ia, in tlieac 
days, dangerous work. Tlie buyer runa 
a very great risk of not only vitiating the 
election, but of finding himself in 
prison with nothing to do but to pick 
oakum; That good oid>fa^hioned plan 
of. aeCiiring the votes of Tom, Dick and 
Harry was, therefore, not to be thought 
of. But a genius appeared among the 
Gladutoniaus. As ia nearly always the 
case, circumatauccs produced the man 
for the occasion. They produced not only 
the man; but the instrument. Tho 
name of...>he man is not known to fume, 
bnt the uame of the instrument ia. It 
is the majjio lantern. The genius went 
down to lirst principles. He appealed 
to the reason and the feelings of the 
voters through the eye. He presented 
to them a number of photographs il- 
lustrative of rural life in Ireland. Pic- 
tures of evictions in all their stages 
were thrown upon the illuminated 
screen, and the Gludstoniau view of 
Ireland waa effectively presented to the 
villagers by the peripatetic showman, 
The reaults of th? bye-elections show 
that this new method of electioneering 
waa just the thing that was needed. 
The apparatus is carried from village to 
village in a van appropriately orna- 
mented. The (lladatoiiiims have several 
of these vans, which are sent to tho 
counties in which by-elections are going 
on. The exhibitions are very popular, 
and are the talk of the village for some 
days after each performance. 

But the Gladatonians were not long 
allowed to have a monopoly of this free- 
show business. The Liberal Unionists 
saw at once that their oiiponeiita had 
made a hit, and they were not long in 
getting up a rival vun, \vhlah..wuH ap- 
propriately christened " Tho Union 
.lack." The pictures ahowii by the 
Unioni.Kt ahu'.vjiu'ii were very ditieronl 
from those that the (Jladatoniiina pro- 
duced to awake the inteliigi-iice and en- 
list the synipatliies uf the rural clectora. 
The TiHKS (for the subject is considered 
of sulBoieut importancu to be noticed in 
the editorial columns of the Thunderer) 
suys that the Liberal Unionist picture 
are "a cori-cctivo of tho fiincy skelclic 
and the sentinieiital theatricalities din 
scniinated by the Home Kule van. 
What with the scenes of landlord tyr 
anny and tenant misery and distress at 
ono exhibition, imd tho pictures of cruel 
outrage, lawlessiieaa and tyrannical con- 
tempt for the rights of miuoi itic.a on the 
other, the rural olcctiiia will Ix^ as aadly 
puzzled to ducido which showman iu 
right " and which is presenting the 
truth as it really is, as are the bowil- 
dbrod hcureiH of the Kpceclies of the 
more iiccomplinhcd politijiuiis of the 
two parties. 'J'hc Times connneiitingon 
the dissolving views of the itinerant lec- 
turer in charge of the Union Juck, saya 
Iliey ."may be open to artistic criticism, 
but they will certainly bo eHectivc with 
people who are supremely indifferent to 
considerations of taste, and who are 
likely to bo inlluom:e<l by the garisli 
niiaropresentationH of 'eviction horrors' 
in which tho Gladstoniuns think it advan- 
tageous to deal." This ia anotlierjd.xaiM- 
ple of a process of which something has 
been heard in this Canada of ours, 
namely, "figl'tJi'g tho devil with lire,"

TBE aJLMOAN SETTLEMENT. 

It appears that the Sumoan difficrlty 
is not yet quite settled. The Berlin 
Conference decided that tho old king, 
Malioton, whom the Germans had de- 
posed and banished, should bo placed 
agftin on the throne. Tho Sanioans 
wore not, as they ought to have been, a 
piirty to this arrangement. They, tin; 
people concerned, were lost sight of at 
Berlin, and their aflfaira were settled for 
t hem by the" officious ' foreigners. - - Dur- 
ing Kiiig Malidtod's exile the SaWioans 
refusing/; to ; acknowledge the king 
created by the ' Germans, Tanniiasec, 
clioae one for themselves, Mataafa. 
lie proved to be a wiao ruler 
uud the Hamouns arc well pleased with 
their choice: They now refuse to do- 
pise himi for the purpose of reinstating 
Mellietqa; Theold king, seeing how 
matters stood and not wishing to make 
tiouble, 08 soon as he returned home re- 
nounced ttll pretensionii to the throne. 
He was perfectly willing to allow Mn- 
tii5^a^,tOjO<»upy.,the,B^ition^^^.y^^ 
h.id filled so well, but the dermaua will 
nut aUow the .Samoans to settle the 
matter for themselves. They insist 
upon tho decision of the conference being 
carried out to the letter. This is 
not reasonable, for, no doubt, the 
object of the conference, j, was 
to settle the afTait^ :«f jSamoa 
in the way most pleasing to the^ Samo 
aiis; and Malietoa was recalled because 
it waa believed th.it such an arrange- 
nient was the one nioal acceptable t< 
the people of Samoa. The delegates 
r.msidered that they were carrying out 
I ho pledge long ago given to the Samo- 
uns, which was not to inlerfoi-c with 
their donioatic uH'airs but leave thoin to 
govern thoinselves iu the way th(!y 
thought beat. It ia n(it likely tliat tlie 
(lorniaiis will insist upon llie literal pei- 
f.irmance of the provisions of the treaty 
when they are convinced that such per- 
fiirnianco ia in opposition to tho spirit 
iu which it was negotiiiteil and framed. 
The tieaty has not yet been continnocl 
by the .Senate of the United States, and 
it is not likely that it will consent to an 
arrangement in whicli the Samoans were 
niit permitted to take a part, and which 
ix opposed to their wishes. It would 
not be am-prisingif the .Siunoan business 
would be droppi'il by all three powers 
and tho inhabitants of those Islands 
•illowed to puiaue the course upon 
which:,they have entered without inter- 
ference. 

JUSTldE IN 'AMEBIC A. 

The Cronin case drugs its slow length 
along. The manner of the Chicago 
court's procedure does not give us a verj- 
high idea of the eirectivenesa of the ad- 
ministration of justice in the neighbor- 
ing republie. In faot the progress which 
the Bench and the Bar of the United 
.States have made in the art of How-iiot- 
ti)-<lo-it uui.st make .some of the lawyei s 
i>f this Dominion green with envy. The 
I 'ourt has been engage<l for eight 
weeks in the work of selecting a jury 
,ind the work is only just completod. The 
delay has given tho friends of the ac- 
cused ample time to corrupt the panel. 
They have been busy among the tales- 
men, offering them sums varying fiom 
one thousand dollars to live thouannd to 
serve on the jury for the purpose of 
bringing in a verdict of acquittaL The 
men who have been the most busy in 
these attempts to corrupt jurymen have 
been officers of the court, bailiffs and 
county otiiciala. It has been said that 
oven the counsel for the defence has 
been implicated in the bad busineas. He, 
of course, deniMtthi%in(Ugnantly. The 
free and eaay' way in which the trial is 
conducted, if indeed it can bo "called a 
trial, is graphically described iu the 
Chicago correspondence of the I^ondon 
TTmea. This is part of it :

Ita ipito of this want of fovmulity anil 
of what is usually called dignity, tho 
Cliicago court might be efScient. It is 
not always the uios'. shapely and tho 
most highly polished instrunient that 
does the best work. But this American 
urt ia ns inefiicient us it ia slovenly, 
and, we fear, aa corrupt as it ia rough. 
The way in which it ia managing this 
Cronin cose' is causing Americans to 
(picstion the utility of trial by jury. 
Many of .them are already e.xclaiinuig 
against it and declariiig the proceedings 
are a mockery of justice. The San 
lUlcisco Nows-Lett(:r saya : 
"At this late trial by jury becoiucs an 
impossibility. If venire aster venire 
1 be exiiaualed willumt 11 aingle juror 
ng willing to awear that lie can and 
will lind a just verdict uccoi-ding to the 
evidence, it ia obvious that trial by jury 
as become well-nigh imiiraclicable, and 
tlial tlio aystem has broken dcjwn. If 
anything more iaiiieiitalde than tliia can 
happen under our form tif guverninent 
confess to un inability to aee what it 
be. If citizens, because of fear, 
fiivor, or affection, iwe not willing to do 
tlieir duty in tlie matter of applying the 
hiw to the pi-otection of life, what other 
duty remains that in comparison is 
vrp.rth their attention i" ' 

It must be confessed that Americans 
have rcaacui to feel ashamed and dis- 
cdurageil. The conclusion to which lui 
onlooker is forced ia that there ia alto- 
gether too much symputhy with tlie ac- 
cused outaide the court house. When 
it ia considered that it was in this same 
Chicago that swift justice overtook' the 
unarchiata who plotted against the 
peace and well-being of society, 
it will be seen that dilatori- 
iieas in this ( 'I'diiiii ease is imt wholly 
(hie to the defectiveuoaa of the machin- 
ery of the Courts. If public opinion nui 
as strongly aguins the crime of whicl 
the men now before the Chicago Court 
lire accuseil of committing as it did 
against the offence for which the aiiar 
chiata wcr-c arraigned, we cannot but 
think that justice would not be as 
leaden-footed as she is.

Tnen.ij l{e^awjeQd8 his rostium 
wnich U tSa aignalTor" beginning buai 
neas. There is no formality — the pris 
oners are brought in from the jail— 
and lawyers and others continue 
at intervals going up ulong-

liiiii at will, all receiving cordial greet- 
ing. Aa the preliminary stage of th 
ca.sc iw on, the liiat proc<!ediiig ciuisiala of 
putting twelve laleaiiien iiiiliscriniutely 
.aumiiioned from the cuunty into tl 
jui'y cliaira, to undergo cross-i:.iiuiiiini 
tion a.M to their tltncsa for jurymen. 

It wouhl strike iMiglishnieii ucUlly I 
aee the method of dealing with tl 
prisoners. Tliure are five uf ihei 
charged with conapiracy and niiirde 
They saunter acroaa the bridge from the 
gaol accompanied by bailillii, all chat- 
ting together and looking so much alik 
that it is dillicult to tell them uiJiirt 
I'iUcli prisoner ia faultlesaly dieaaeil in ; 
new ,auit of clothing witli iininaciilate 
collar and cull's, ao that in attire they 
have a deidiied advantage over ll 
ahabbier clothes of their custodians; 
and, in faot, they look moro 
us if they were going 
boliday gatliering than u trial 
for their lives. They aro seated in i 
row of live arm-chiiirs with llio hiiililli 
in another row of chairs behind them 
This treatment ia in sharp contrast with 
the ordinaiy felon's dock. Just in trout 
of the prisoners, their half do/.en ccnmse 
sit around a table. At the prisoners 
right.hand thore.ls another long tabh 
extending out towards tho Judge's ros' 
truin, and hero.'lh^ newspaper reporters 
sit. Tho prisoh'ep 'at' thtf right hand of 
tliis row touches this table and can lean 
over,i(,,an4'.in faot they all indulge in 
occasional cKais with the reporters, and 
are given the morning' jiewfipapers to 
road, so that tho ' triaf;^5lS£i^pus8 oil' 
more pleasantly. VVhon all hands have 
been comfortably seated tho cose begins 
for the day. The jury talesmen sit 
upon two rows of chairs ranged 
against the wall to the left-hand 
and in front of the prisoners, and thus 
facing the counsel and reporters. The 
".Stato'a Attorney," as the prosecuting 
ollicer ia called, and tho other counsel 
for the prosecution are at another table 
in front of the jurymen, Tho dozen or 
more lawyers and theirclorksare dresHed 
in every variety of clotlies customary in 
the An\erican nation, from short coits 
looking much like shooting-jackets, and 
light trouHuiB, down to suits ot sombrii 
black. They w«ar all vuritios of nock 
gear, and in the aggregate look like u 
promiscuous asseniulagc of moderately 
well-to-do oitiiMns, who have gailiered

has been done in the past. Mr. liohson 
could not positively nnike rash promises 
to settlers, having, of course, to consult 
Ids colleagues in the government, but 
tho lion, gentleman did lead us to un- 
derstand that he would do his utinoat 
iu order to secure a steand)oal service 
for Albomi, and a good road to the 
Union iiiinea, which would in<leed he a 
boon to this place by placing the nearest 
market in this part within our reach und 
opening up as well the agricultural lands, 
whieli intervene, to settlement. The 
boil, gentleman while here has seen the 
necessity of uniting tho stittlemonts of 
both sides of tlio rivor by the consiruc- 
tiun of a liridgo, und has promised to 
do all he can to seeuro an appropria- 
tion for tliat purpose. After giving the 
settlers a good lecture on tho necessity 
of eiitleavoring to produce all tho 
ueoessarics of life at home and keep our 
money rather than send it out fur sup- 
plies wo can ao well produce ouraolvcs, 
and also advising unity and brotherly 
kinducsa and love among the settlers, 
he concluded his address. 

As the distinguished visitor expressed 
u desire that anyone present should 
take advantage of tho. opportunity to 
present any grievance, several^of , the 
settlers expressed their views'' as to 
what was considered the ereatcst 
grievance of the settlers,; viz., the fact

The aeltlfnieiit of the couiilry 
is the bacUboiu! of the towns — how can 
you expect your towns and citiea to 
prosper and increase in proportion as 
they should if no ellort is put forth to 
brii.g population to the wilderness, 
wliich, willi proper eiicourageineiit and 
iiiduci'iiiciit.-i, W(juld in a short time ba- 
oome a garden that would blossom as 
the rose.

Large Additions and Improvoiuoiits 
to bo Made atthe Unter Harbor. 



A Km Pier 800 Vett In Loiigtb - to be 
Constrnoted — Ample Accommodation 
for the LarBostOlass of Steainshlp— A 
Toti 1 Wharfage of 3,600 Feet. 



Mr. R. P. Rithet's chief businoas 
during his present stay in Victoria is 
that of arranging the. details for extend- 
ing and adding tO;th£' Wharfage ut. the 
ocean dock so thaS'slieiimers ofany class 
may be accommodated. The plan is to 
build a stone wall. frOin a point south of 
the present out^r wharf for a distance 
of 400 feeti'an'd then .to. build a pile 
wharf frohi the'ou'doffthla a'further dis- 
tance of 400 feet. ' This would furnish a 
depth of over 30 feet of water at low 
tide, which would bo ample for (locking 
the Gliinu steamships if tliey were built 
aa intended, or larger. The basin 
foi ined by ilio two long piers would 
provide a large area of water and <lock- 
uge facilities, uud it would be possible 
to discharge there all suilh.'ig ships com- 
ing to the port instcud of bringing tiicni 
into the imier harbor. With the large 
addition to the steamer fleet contem- 
plated by local and foreign compunios, 
it is probable that all the iinier liarbur 
accommodation will be required " for 
them next ye.ir. 

The survey for the outer harbor ini- 
provuiiieiits will be madiMil once, and 
everything got in readiness for early con 
struct ion in ihc spring. Tluniiiproveinents 
with the present dock, will furniah 
about "J.UIM) feet of wharfage, aidlicient 
for a very large ocean trallic, wliile tho 
inner harbor will be capable of meeting 
the recjuirements of the fast increaaing 
local trallic.
